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Facelift:  Chicago  State  Style 


A  groundbreaking  ceremony  for  the  es- 
timated $20  million  new  student  union  and 
student  residence  hall  at  Chicago  State  Uni- 
versity took  place  on  Monday,  April  25  at 
11  a.m.,  north  of  the  university's  Athletics 
Building. 

Governor  Jim  Edgar,  Mayor  Richard 
Daley  and  State  Senator  Emil  Jones,  the 
Senate  Democratic  leader,  were  among  a 
number  of  dignitaries  who  attended  the 
function. 

Designed  by  Harry  Weese  Associates, 
construction  work  on  the  two  buildings  be- 
gan May  2.  The  residence  hall,  designed  as 
a  quad-like  courtyard  building,  will  be  ready 
by  Fall  1995  and  will  accommodate  ap- 
proximately 360  students.  The  two-story 
"L"  shaped  student  center  featuring  a  ro- 
tunda, will  house  student  organizations,  ac- 
ademic support  programs,  and  conference 
facilities. 

A  spokesperson  for  the  architects  stated 
that  the  two  buildings  will  incorporate  Af- 
rican American  ornaments,  including  sym- 
bolic geometric  shapes.  Chicago  interior  ar- 
chitect Eva  Maddox  and  two  renowned  CSU 
art  professors,  Ausbra  Ford  and  Marva  Jol- 
ly made  significant  contributions  for  the 
buildings  to  reflect  African  American  her- 
itage. 

"The  two  facilities  will  signify  a  new  era 
of  progress  and  achievement  for  Chicago 
State  University  as  we  approach  the  21st 
century  and,  in  turn,  boost  the  area's  eco- 
nomic development,"  said  President  Do- 
lores Cross. 

"We  are  proud  of  our  new  landmark  to- 
ward student  success  and  achievement 
which  will  tremendously  open  the  way  for 
business  growth  and  job  opportunities. 
Having  a  residential  campus  will  provide  a 
wealth  of  economic  development  oppor- 
tunities in  the  community." 

Cross  also  stated  that  the  "new  residence 
hall  complex  is  another  way  for  CSU  to  im- 
prove its  retention  because  it  will  create  a 
learning  center  for  students." 

"When  viewed  together,  the  new  facilities 
create  a  new  student  center  on  campus 
which  will  offer  both  a  new  focal  point  for 
student  activity  and  a  new  dimension  to 
student  life,"  added  Larry  Cannon,  vice 
president  for  Administrative  Affairs,  and 
key  administrator  for  the  project  develop- 
ment. "Together,  these  facilities  are  ex- 
pected to  play  an  important  role  in  pro-

moting  student  retention  and  academ- 
ic success." 

The  two-story  Student  Center  will 
cover  62,400  square  ft.  and  will  be 
centrally  located  on  campus.  A  unique 
and  versatile  feature  of  the  student 
center  will  be  a  rotunda,  a  90  foot  cir- 
cular space  at  the  center  of  the  build- 
ing. "This  open,  two-story,  skylit  area 
will  be  used  as  a  lounge,  gallery,  or  as 
a  theater  seating  up  to  300  guests," 
Cannon  stated. 

The  center  will  also  have  meeting 
rooms  for  conferences,  recreation 
rooms,  study  areas,  student  activity 
office  space. 

The  three-story  student  residence 
hall  is  being  built  near  the  Athletics 
Building  and  will  cover  an  area  of 
67,100  sq.  ft.  "Resident  security  is  a 
primary  design  consideration  with  a 
single  main  entrance  to  maximize 
control,  and  card  access  only  at  other 
ground  floor  doors." 

Study  lounges  are  included  at  build- 
ing corners  to  allow  resident  interac- 
tion. Ground  level  facilities  include  a 
laundry  room,  group  activity  room, 
and  bike  room  with  secure  outdoor 
space.  Additionally,  the  residence  hall 
will  provide  a  summer  occupancy  al- 


ternative for  CSU  students  and  hous- 
ing for  participants  in  the  University's 
Upward  Bound  summer  preparatory 
program  for  Chicago  area  pre-college 
students. 

Touching  on  the  socio-economic 
impact  of  the  project.  Cannon  said  it 
will  boost  the  area's  economic  devel- 
opment "in  the  true  sense." 

Cannon  said  the  new  focus  is  now 
on  how  to  turn  the  Robinson  Uni- 
versity Center  into  a  community  cen- 
ter. 

"There  is  a  need  for  community  in- 
volvement and  input  to  determine 
what  kind  of  services  will  be  needed 
at  such  a  center,"  he  said. 

About  $6  million  is  needed  for  total 
renovation  of  the  Robinson  Univer- 
sity Center  into  a  community  center. 
"We  are  looking  for  sources  of  reve- 
nue for  the  project,"  Cannon  said. 

Under  current  plans,  the  Book  Store 
and  the  Child  Care  will  continue  to  be 
housed  at  the  RUC  when  it  becomes 
a  Community  Center. 

Another  important  renovation/ad- 
dition, is  the  CSU  Greenhouse,  locat- 
ed at  the  south  end  of  the  Williams 
Science  Center  is  near  completion.

On  November  22,  Dr.  Dolores  Cross  gave  a  speech  on 
campus  security.  She  stated  that  "campus  security  is  the 
university's  top  priority."  She  also  stated  that  "campus 
safety  is  important  for  the  retention  and  success  of  stu- 
dents." 

Dr.  Cross  and  CSU  Security  Chief  .Albert  Chesser  ex- 
pressed their  feelings  that  communication  is  part  of  better 
security  on  our  campus.  They  both  said  that  we  must  let 
them  know  what  is  going  on  around  the  campus. 

At  the  campus  safety  meeting  several  pieces  of  litera- 
ture were  passed  out  detailing  what  has  been  done,  what's 
currently  in  progress,  and  what  will  be  done  in  the  future 
to  increase  campus  safety  and  security. 

A  question  and  answer  session  was  held  at  the  end  of 
Dr.  Cross'  speech.  One  of  the  questions  asked  involved 
the  whereabouts  of  the  call  boxes  in  case  of  an  emergency. 
Suggestions  were  also  made  regarding  improvements  for 
increased  safety  and  security. 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting,  Dr.  Cross  promised  the 
students  that  there  will  be  campus  security  and  safety 
meetings  on  a  regular  basis.

Whereas,  since  1989,  Chicago  State  University  enrollment 
has  increased  by  57%;  and 

Whereas,  Chicago  State  University  is  a  fully  accredited,  pub- 
lic, urban  commuter  institution  serving  92.1%  African-Amer- 
ican students  and  has  the  highest  percentage  of  single  parents, 
especially  African-American  males  and  enrolls  two-thirds  Af- 
rican-American females;  and 

Whereas,  Chicago  State  University  faculty  has  demonstrated 
a  strong  commitment  to  teaching  while  conducting  research 
in  their  respective  fields;  and 

Whereas,  the  College  of  Nursing  has  awarded  the  largest 
number  of  baccalaureate  degrees  of  students  who  work  in  the 
Chicago  Metropolitan  area;  and 

Whereas,  the  College  of  Education  has  an  outstanding 
Teacher  Innovation  Program,  which  is  designed  to  provide 
first  year  teachers  strategies  for  survival  during  the  first  year.

Bishop  Placido  Rodriguez,  a  Mexican-American 
spoke  to  CSU  students.  Friday.  October  8.  1994  at 
1:00  p.m.  in  the  RUC  Dining  Room  B.  He  spoke 
about  the  role  of  churches  in  the  erripowerment  and 
the  building  of  Latino  Communities.  Bishop  Rodri- 
guez is  the  first  Hispanic  bishop  of  the  Archdiocese 
of  Chicago,  the  first  in  the  entire  Midwest  and  the 
Claretian  Bishop  in  the  United  States  and  Mexico. 

As  a  child  his  parents  gave  him  a  good  foundation 
in  church  life.  His  father  spent  his  life  in  defense  of 
the  Catholic  Church.  He  came  from  Mexico  to  the 
United  States  as  a  child,  and  continued  his  education 
at  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  Parish  grammar  school.  Bishop 
Rodriguez  continued  to  pursue  his  interest  in  the 
ministry'  when  he  entered  the  minor  seminary  at  St. 
Jude's  Seminary  High  School  in  Momence.  Illinois. 
St.  Jude's  Seminary  was  staffed  by  the  Claretian  Mis- 
sionaries, a  missionary  community  of  priests  and 
brothers.  Throughout  those  years,  he  learned  English 
and  became  aware  of  the  new  culture.  He  continued 
to  pursue  his  ministry  and  completed  his  college  ed- 
ucation at  Claretian  College  Seminary  in  Calabasas. 
California.  While  in  California  he  applied  for  citi- 
zenship and  became  a  U.S.  citizen  on  March  5.  1964. 
Later,  he  received  other  degrees:  S.T.B..  S.T.L.  and 
M.A.  in  Urban  Studies. 

He  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood  on  Ascension 
Thursday,  May  23,  1968  in  the  De  Andries  Seminary 
Chapel  in  Lemont.  Illinois.  After  his  ordination,  he 
held  various  other  positions  as  assistant  in  Our  Lady 
of  Guadalupe  Parish  and  National  Shrine  of  St.  Jude; 
pastoral  ministry  at  Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe,  South 
Chicago;  consultor  at  Claretian  Provincial  Council 
and  many  more.

Daryl  Freeman  Grisham, 
president  and  chief  executive  of- 
ficer of  Parker  House  Sausage 
Company,  was  inducted  into 
Chicago  State  University's  Col- 
lege of  Business  Hall  of  Fame  on 
Friday,  September  24  at  a  ban- 
quet at  the  Westin  Hotel.  909  N. 
Michigan. 

Grisham  was  honored  for  his 
business  accomplishments  and 
community  service,  which  span 
over  38  years. 

"Mr.  Grisham  exhibits  par  ex- 
cellence in  terms  of  manage- 
ment acumen,  and  he  personi- 
fies what  is  being  taught  in  the 
classroom."  said  Barbara  Roper, 
acting  dean  of  CSU's  College  of 
Business. 

"He  is  very  impressed  with 
CSU's  business  students,  and  he 
does  not  only  encourage  them  to 
enter  business,  but  seeks  to  pro- 
vide them  internships  in  line 
with  the  windows  of  opportunity 
under  CSU's  model  for  student 
success." 

Grisham  joined  the  Parker 
House  Sausage  Company,  a  pi- 
oneer processor  of  quality  sau- 
sage products,  as  a  sales  pro- 
motion manager  in  1954.  and 
was  promoted  general  sales 
manager  two  years  later.  He  was 
elected  to  the  company's  board 
of  directors  in  1960  and  became 
vice  -president  in  1961.

The  Black  Writer,  Culture, 


Black  writers,  poets,  essayists  and 
playwrights  nationwide  converged 
on  Chicago  State  University,  Oc- 
tober 22-23,  for  the  institution's  3rd 
annual  Black  Writers  Conference. 
The  literary  figures  discussed  the 
theme,  "The  Black  Writer,  Cuhure, 
Commitment  and  the  Communi- 
ty." 

Participants  included  Illinois 
Poet  Laureate  Gwendolyn  Brooks, 
August  Wilson,  Sonia  Sanchez, 
Haki  Madhubti,  Ed  Bullins,  and 
Lucille  Clifton.  Other  participants 
included  Arnold  Rampersad,  Noe- 
mi  Long  Madgette,  Sandra  Jack- 
son-Opoku,  Joanne  Gabbin,  BeBe 
Moore  Campbell,  Raul  Nino, 
Saundra  Sharp,  and  Joyce  Ann 
Joyce. 

Each  writer,  poet  or  playwright 
discussed  the  conference  theme 
from  his  or  her  own  perspective  at 
panel  discussions  on  fiction,  non- 
fiction,  criticism,  poetry,  publish- 
ing, drama  and  poetry. 

"We  chose  this  theme  because  we 
meant  to  re-emphasize  the  inter-re- 
lationship that  writers  and  the 
community  have  to  each  other," 
said  Dr.  Joyce,  associate  director  of 
CSU's  Gwendolyn  Brooks  Center.

Pugh's  struggle  to  re- 
habilitate himself  was  fea- 
tured in  the  January  issue  of 
Ebony  Magazine  entitled 
"From  the  Jailhouse  to  the 
Statehouse." 

The  Black  Male  Forum 
sought  to  establish  a  vehicle 
for  quality  communication 
between  generations  of  Black 
men  in  an  effort  to  help  solve 
problems  young  Black  men 
face  as  well  as  encouraging 
them  to  stay  in  school  and 
earn  their  degrees. 

Other  featured  speakers 
have  included  Prince  Asiel 
Ben-Israel,  international  am- 
bassador of  the  Hebrew  Isra- 
elite Nation;  State  Rep.  Donne 
E.  Trotter;  Dr.  Carl  Bell,  a 
psychiatrist;  Robert  X  lectur- 
er/activist; and  Sisi  Mosby,  re- 
searcher/columnist.

Approximately  250  students  from  14  Chicago 
area  high  schools  participated  in  the  Chicago 
Model  United  Nations'  20th  year  conference  at 
Chicago  State  University  in  the  Business  and 
Heahh  Sciences  Building,  Room  102.  from  9  a.m. 
until  3  p.m.,  November  9  and  10. 

Founded  by  CSU  History  Professor,  Robert  J. 
Kovarik  and  a  group  of  CSU  students  in  1973. 
the  Chicago  Model  United  Nations  is  designed 
to  provide  an  opportunity  for  Chicago  area  high 
school  students  to  increase  their  awareness  about 
global  issues.  The  program  is  set  up  to  resemble 
the  actual  United  Nations  body. 

On  November  9,  the  special  political  and  so- 
cial committees  addressed,  "Nuclear  Prolifera- 
tion," "International  Terrorism,'"  Religious  In- 
tolerance," and  the  "Global  Population  Crisis." 
On  November  10.  the  General  Assembly  reacted 
to  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  two  committees. 
The  "Security  Council"  had  taken  action  on  the 
situation  in  Iraq,  Somalia  and  the  former  Yu- 


goslavia, and  reviewed  the  new  role  of  the  United 
Nations  as  a  peacemaker. 

"The  fact  that  most  of  the  participating  high 
schools  have  been  a  part  of  CMUN  consistently 
for  over  a  decade  attests  to  the  quality  of  this 
simulation  and  the  benefits  it  provides.  Now  that 
Chicago  State  is  recognized  as  "Success  Univer- 
sity," we  are  proud  to  be  one  of  the  very  few 
institutions  of  higher  learning  to  provide  such  a 
valuable  experience  for  the  students  of  our  re- 
gion," said  Dr.  Dolores  E.  Cross,  president  of 
Chicago  State  University. 

"The  most  rewarding  aspect  of  this  program 
is  seeing  how  such  a  venture  into  practical  ed- 
ucation benefits  not  only  the  high  school  stu-

Chicago  State  University  granted  a  record 
breaking  number  of  degrees,  and  honored 
Donna  E.  Shalala,  U.S.  Secretary  of  Health 
and  Human  Services,  and  Eddie  N.  WiUiams, 
president  of  the  Joint  Center  for  Pohtical  and 
Economic  Studies,  Washington,  D.C.  at  its 
322nd  Commencement  Exercises  on  June  4. 

Shalala  received  a  honorary  Doctor  of  Hu- 
mane Letters  degree  at  the  10  a.m.  event,  and 
Williams  received  his  award  at  the  3  p.m.  cer- 
emony. 

"CSU  is  honoring  Shalala  and  Williams  for 
their  outstanding  contributions  to  society," 
said  President  Cross.  "Dr.  Shalala,  the  first 
woman  to  head  a  Big  Ten  University  as  Chan- 
cellor of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  at  Ma- 
dison, has  distinguished  herself  with  two  dec- 
ades of  experiences  in  management,  social  pol- 
icy creation  and  analysis,  and  nationally  rec- 
ognized leadership  skills." 

Among  her  achievements  at  the  University 
of  Wisconsin,  Shalala  promoted  diversity  in 
the  student  body  and  staffs,  spearheaded  a 
campus-wide  smoking  ban  in  1991,  and  took 
measures  to  curb  alcohol  abuse  among  stu- 
dents. 

As  assistant  secretary  in  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  in  the  Cart- 
er Administration,  she  oversaw  the  establish- 
ment of  funding  for  battered  women's  shelters 
and  the  commissioning  of  special  studies  of 
the  housing  needs  of  families  headed  by  wom- 
en. 

Shalala's  professional  experience  includes 
chairing  the  Children's  Defense  Fund,  and 
serving  as  a  professor  at  various  colleges  and 
universities  such  as  Columbia  and  Yale.  She 
received  her  bachelor's  degree  from  the  West- 
em  College  for  Women  and  her  PH.D.  from 
the  Maxwell  School  of  Citizenship  and  Public 
Affairs  at  Syracuse  University. 

Cross  also  noted  that  Williams,  who  has  been 
president  of  the  Joint  Center  for  Political  and 
Economic  Studies  since  July  1 972,  has  accom- 
plished a  lot.  "He  has  a  wealth  of  knowledge 
and  experience  in  the  fields  of  public  affairs, 
policy  study,  foreign  relations  and  the  federal 
legislative  process,"  she  said.
